2 Killed in Auto Accident; 


Machine Skidded, Throwing It 


Against a Telegraph Pole 
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Matawan, N. J., July 
13.—Hun- 


dreds of armed men in row boats and 
launches were hunting today for the 
man-eating shark 
that 
yesterday 


killed a boy and man and danger- 
ously injured another youth in Mata- 
wan creek and caused a reign of ter- 
ror all along the New Jersey coast. 


It was reported that another man 


named Baldwin was attacked 
and 


ikilled by a shark at Keyport, N. J., 
at the mouth of the creek. 


The body of Lester Still well, 12 


years of age has not been recovered 
and it is believed the shark devoured 
the lad. 
W. Stanley Fisher, 24 years of 


age, who was attacked by the shark 
when he tried to rescue the Still' 
well boy, died upon reaching 
the 


shore. Joseph Ralph Dunn, 10 years 
old, was in a precarious condition in 
a New Brunswick 
hospital 
today 


where it was said the Injuries he re- 


Fred Simpson, aged 
26 
years, 


prominent resident 
of 
Johnstown, 


and Grover Skinner, aged 25, of'Sun- 
bury are dead, and James Lott and 
Glen Perfect, both aged 24, of Sun- 
bury, are in a serious condition in a 
Delaware hospital, as a result of an 
automobile accident, six miles out of 
Delaware, late last night. 


The machine struck a telephone 
pole and turned turtle. 
Simpson 


and Skinner, occupants of the rear 
seat of the machine, were struck by 
the pole. 
Skinner 
was 
instantly 


killed and Simpson died later at the 
Delaware hospital. 
The other two 


men are not fatally injured. 
The party of men had been to Del- 


aware and returning to Sunbury in 
Perfect's 
machine, 
were 
within 


sight of their destination when the 
accident happened. 
A slight curve 


in the road was not observed by Per- 
fect, who was driving, and the ma- 
chine instead of taking the 
curve, 


plunged straight ahead. Mr. Perfect

around on the road, skidded the ma- 
chine and the side of the 
car 
on 


which Skinner was seated, struck the 
telephone pole. 
Both Skinner and Simpson were 


jammed against the pole by the great 
compact. 
The two men occupying 


the front of the seat were hurled a 
distance along the side of the road. 


Ambulances from Delaware were 


hurried to the scene of the accident 
and the four men taken to the Del- 
aware hospital. 
Skinner was dead 


when picked up, but 
Simpson was 


still alive. 
Mr. Simpson died about 


an hour after reaching the hospital.

Loyalty means 
nothing, he declared, unless it is cou- 
pled with self sacrifice. 
He added 


that Americans cannot teach loyalty 
unless they practice it. 


The President discussed at length 


the problem of Americanizing for- 
eign born citizens. 
His words were 


enthusiastically applauded by a large 
gathering of men and women edu- 
cators interested in the instruction of 
new citizens, meeting here under the 
auspices of the naturalization bureaa 
of the labor department. 


"My interest in this movement," 


he said, "is as much an interest in 
ourselves as in the people whom we 
wish to americanize. Unless we are 
true Americans we 
cannot 
infect 


them with the spirit of Americanism.

The summer rarely passes without 


several well defined "crop scares" 
affecting the Wall street and pro- 
duce markets. The idea is energet- 
ically disseminated, by 
those 
who 


•want to buy stocks cheap 
and 
sell 


grain futures 
high, 
that 
climatic 


conditions 
are 
discouraging. The 


damage by the boll weevil, the grass- 
hopper, the chinch-bug, and the army 
•worm is dwelt upon and exaggerated. 
The country looks blue and business 
men curtail ventures. 


It 
should 
be remembered 
that 


these reports are largely circulated 
by interested 
parties, 
who would 


make money out of a bear movement 
in stocks or a bull market on grains. 
Also there is such a thing as taking 
the government and other crop re- 
ports too seriously. These are work- 
ed out with system, and it is quite a 
triumph to collect and tabulate all 
this information as well as is being 
done. 
Yet as nearly 100.000 esti- 


mates are being compiled and digest- 
ed, the chances 
of 
error 
become 


large. 


Many good judges have 
always 


eaid that a large section of these lo- 
cal crop reporters give the "govern- 
ment nothing worth having. 
What 


Is needed is more paid agents hav- 
ing time and skill for making esti- 
mates. 


While individual errors of judg- 


ment may 
be 
eliminated in such 


widespread 
information, 
certain 


temperamental habits count. 
Prob- 


ably the farmer's habitual pessimism 
affects the reports that he sends in. 
It is proverbial 
that 
farmers as a 


class are apt to find fault with the 
weather conditions 
and 
prophesy 


poor results. 
Perhaps they uncon- 


sciously take this attitude to save 
themselves disappointment, but it is 
not the correct 
point of view for 


scientific compilation of conditions. 


The crops are varied and no gen- 


eral failure is possible. Let no one 
go Into a blue funk merely because 
speculators are trying to corner the 
market. 


The Bewildered Buyer. 


The astute merchant realizes the 


danger that the public may be be- 
wildered by the variety of his stock. 
Aimless customers rarely buy much. 
They don't want 
to purchase any- 


thing of importance" without consid- 
eration in advance. 


A woman may come down town 


and visit the stores without much 
definite idea of what she proposes to 
get. 
She has a certain need in her 


mind, but no conception of where it 
can best be filled.

Premier Asquith's announcement 


in 
Parliament that a compromise 


had been reached on the Irish home 
rule issue did not go into details of 
the bill to be introduced, but it will 
be along the lines

agreement 


which Lloyd George was able to in- 
duce the Ulster Unionists and Red- 
mond's

approve. 


This sets up in Dublin an Irish Par- 
liament, consisting of a Senate and 
a House of Commons.

One heaping tablespoonfal of barley 
flour and a pinch of salt are mixed 
with a little water into a thin paste 
ar>d added4 to one quart of boiling 
water. Stir well and boil tor twen- 
ty minutes. 
Add enough water to 


make a quart. 
If pearl barley 
is 


used it must uoil for at least three 
hours and be strained beforq usin?. 


Much more juice can be extracted 


from oranges and lemons if the fruit 
is first covered with cold water and 
allowed to come to a boil before the 
fruit is cut. Add the juice of three 
lemons to a quart of rich boiled syr- 
up, made of plain sugar and water. 
Pare the yellow peel from lemons, 
as it gives a bitter taste to the sugar 
if left long in it. 
Place in a self- 


sealing fruit jar and place on ice. 
When you want lemonade a teaspoon 
ful of this mixture can be added to 
a glass of water with little trouble. 
Orangeade is made in the same way, 
substituting oranges for lemons.
